Our present junior-senior high building is the end result of a number of building additions. The first phase began 
in 1915, serving students up to 8th grade. By 1920, the school was an accredited H.S. 

In 1926, a wast wing was added. In 1952, the gym was built. In 1956, the shop building was constructed, with 
equipment for an industrial arts shop, a home ec. room and a science lab. In 1958, the locker rooms were added. 
The library was remodeled in 1969. 

Construction for the new school began in November of 1972, so that the new school would be adequately finished 
for the 74-75 school year. The class of 74 is the last class to graduate from the old high school, as the building 
will now be used as a Middle school for grades 5-8. Many fond memories have stemmed from the hall ways of 
good old J.H.S., but the future holds progress for the community in the new school. 
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Mrs. Virginia Tomlinson Buck- 
master began her teaching exper- 
ience at Johnston in 1961. She has 
taught in this district faithfully and 
competently for the past 14 years. 

The subjects Mrs. Buckmaster has 
taught are 9th Grade English and 
American Literature.

Society for the past several years.
